AN BARTHQUAKE I)

1 cannot doubt that she 
to-day exceeded a speed of eighteen miles 
an hour, although under conditions that 
were not altogether favorable. Mr. Thor- 
neycroft’s boat was said to have gone in 
England at a higher speed than Mr. Bai 
claims for his, but when the two competed 
here the Russian built boat was the faster. 
As a specimen of these extremely light and 
fast river beats, which are so naeful for 
taking three or four persons swiftly from 
place to place, Mr. Baird deserves groat 
praise.

an altogether tmequaled power of staying 
and wearing. She is perfectly round, like 
actea saucer, decked somewhat after the 
fashion of a Bermuda boat, and, having 
great stability, can carry, almost withobt 
inclination, all the canvas which Tt is possi- 
ble to spread upon her, She is consequent- 
ly very fast, and, a3 I have already said, 
extremely handy withal. Like everything 
else I have seen in connéction with Russian 
circular ships, she is caleulated to disturb 
many prejudices, and to teach much even 
to those who know most.

The empire includes all the table land of 
eastern Asia—a third part of the whole 
continent, or # little less than a tenth of 
the habitable globo—a coast line of aboye 
3,500 miles, and a circumference of about 
12,500 miles. Its population has been 
variously estimated from 362,447,183 to 
410;,000,000—nearly half of the whole pop- 
ulation of the globe ; and these statements 
are from the official census tables of China 
Even if the highest of them be accurate, 
the average population to the square mile 
would not be as high as that of Belgium, 
and not much higher than of _ Lombardy, 
Ireland, England, Wales and France. The 
social strncture is more firmly settled and 
popular efcation more general in China 
than in any other country. With tho ex- 
ception of steam engines and électric tele- 
graphs, there isscavcely any great invention 
‘of modern times which has not beon in use 
for centuries. The compass, porcelain,

Removing Disqualifications. 


Legislature for the holidays, Mr, Mowat 
intimated his intention to introduce a Bill 
to amend the Election law of Ontario, and 
to provide for the removal of tho disquali- 
fication which now hangs over the heads of 
Messrs. Stock and Scott. At that time 
nothing was said by the leader of the Goy- 
ernie) boutediniarber, nor any of the 
other d J pilidatos for Parlia- 
ceeeDhiaehas aroused the 
Grit press, which 
terms upon the 
old copy these 
Spihions without note or comment, evi- 
dently with the intention of {indocrinating 
their roaders into the belief that it would 
be wrong to remove the disqualification 
from one man, and not from that of anothor, 
without attempting to show that there is 
tho least analogy, or the remotest similarity 
between the cases. The Hamilton 7imes 
takes this subject into its consideration, and 
delivers itself as follows :— 


“Some Opposition journals are foolish enough 
to argue that, while Messrs. Stock and Scott 
whould be relieved from disqualification,the same 
rule cannot, with equal AERA applied todis- 
qnalifiod Reformers. If the question is to be 
settled solely on tho ground of justice, then no 

lef can be granted to any (except Mr. Barber), 
for all who break a knownlaw are justlyliable to 
the penalty prescribed. The only plea for such 
relief is that of mercy, and if Conservatives im- 
agine Reformers to be so soft-hearted as to extend 
mercy to their political foos and refuse it to their 
political friends, they must be far gonein the 
direction of Iunacy.” 


Tf Mr. Barber's case werein any way of a 
character similar to that of Messrs, Stock's 
or Scotts, every man in the Dominion 
would say that a gross act of injustice 
would be committed if one person was re- 
lieved of the disability and not another, 
who had committed a similar offence. 
Such, however, is not the fact. Mr, Stock 
was disqualified for having accepted a glass 
of beer from a pélitical friend in a tavern, 
during polling hours; and Mr, Scott, for 
accepting a “‘treat,” froma political op- 
ponent, during polling hours. In neither 
of which cases was thereeyen the semblance 
, of corruption or bribery ; nor could either 

case, by any possibility, be constructed 
into an attempt to influence or aftect the 
_ elections by the use of the liquor drank; 
but the accepting and drinking of liquot 
during polling hours was acontrayention of 
the law, and theJudges having no alterna- 
tive, justly imposed the penalty. How 


~ahown that ho made a directofter of a bribe 
in order to. obtain the vote of an elector ! 
Yet we find a portion of the Grit press 
claiming the removal of the disability im- 
posed upon him for direct bribery, upon 
the ground that disqualification is to be re- 
inoved in a case where not eyen a semblance 
of bribery or corruption, or an attempt 
to influence the election by what was 
done’ was ever proyed or attempted to 


be proved. Notwithstanding these 
facts, the Times with « political. bias, 
not unusual with such politicians, 


declares that “if the question is to be 
* settled solely on the giound of justice, 
“then no relief can be granted to any, ex- 
“cept Mr. Barber.’’ That is, if justice isto 
be administered, the man who commits an 
act of direct bribery is to be pardoned, but 
the man who drank’a glass of beer,during 
polling hours without the slightest intention 
of doing « wrong,much less influencing the 
election, is to be punished with the utmost 
rigor of the law. To do otherwise,says the 
Times, would be to “imagine Reformers to 
“de so soft hearted as to extend mercy to 
“ their political foes and refuse it to their 
** political friends,” and that to suppose so 
displays an indication of “lunacy” on the 
part of the Conservatives. It may be‘ an 
act of lunacy to suppose the Grit Cabinet 
capable of doing an act of justice ; and we 
confess, judging what has taken place in 
the past, it would be an act of 
‘lunacy ” to suppose the” patty capable of 
shaking off the trammels by which Gritism 
binds them,even for a time sufliciently long 
todo an act of justice to a political op- 
ponent, Still, we trust in the interests of 
common humanity that tho great mass of 
the party has not sunk so low as the Times 
would haye us believe ithas, Certain it is 
that the J'imes does not speak the senti- 
ments of the whole Reform press, for 
we find the Kingston Whig an exception 
to this class of political journalists.

The Newfoundland |Fisheries. 


Alluding to the report of the Committee 
of the Royal Colonial Institute on the sub- 
ject of the French claims in Newfoundland, 
the Morning Advertiser strongly opposes 
anything like arbitration on the matter. It 
referrs to the various treaties of Utrecht, 
Paris and Varsailles to prove that no ex- 
clusive right of fishing was given to France 
and that tho conduct of the French crusiers 
in driving off British fishermen, destroying 
their nots,cutting their moorings and other 
high-handed acts are altogether unwarrant- 
ed by the treaties, The distinction made 
by the French in permitting American fish- 
ermento ply their calllng on what the 
French claim as their coast, makes the 
treatment of the Newfoundland fishermen 
the more galling. 

In conclusion the Morning Advertiser 
commends the report to Lord Carnorvon’s 
attention and begs him to ‘press the true | 
state of the case on tho attention of the | 
Earl of Derby, who can have no difficulty, 
if ho sets in earnest about it, in'coming to 
an understanding with the French Govern- 
ment that if the article of the Treaty of 
Utrecht be not observed by the French 
fisherman and cruisers it must be abrogat- 
ed altogether. In that case we need hardly 
say the French will lose the only excuso 
they now have for fishing in the waters of 
Newfoundland and will simply become 
pirates, whose operations must bestopped at 
any cost.” The subject,noglected for more 
than a century, will now bo so persistently 
urged upon the attention of Mr, Disraeli’s 
Government that.they cannot longer ne- 
glect it without subjecting themsolves to

Treatment of Horses. 


How m Take Cant op A Horse Tea. — 
The tréatment’ of horses is an art, and but 
little understood generally, and where under- 
stood not always oe ed, so that our 
Horses are protty well abused animals. ‘This 
is not only wrong, but» 1os%, and a consider- 
able one. Treat-a horse woll always from 
colthood up, and it is remarkable how much 
labor may be got out of him, Treat’ 
kindly; never overfeed him, particularly 
with grain. Have a warm, yontilntod stable 
for him, soft and dry. Feed him regularly : 
keep him clean; and never overstrain him, 
not even once, He will then be a servant for 
you fora don time. You will get from a 
uarter tom third more time and Tabor out of 
him, and this the same horse already prac- 
ticed and broke to your hand, not needing to 
he renewed in the young horse that is to sup- 
ply, prematurely, his p! 

Wovnps ox Honsks —Whenever an injury 
is inflicted or awound made on a horse it 
should be attended to at once, or with as lit- 
tle delay as possible, Ifany dirt is in tho 
wound, it should be well cleansed with a soft 
sponge and luke-warm water. Then with a 
proper needle (a curyed surgeon’s needle 
should be used) and stout sill twist, pass as 
many stitches through the edge of the wound 
as will draw them and hold them together. 
‘These stitches should not be madeas in sew- 
ing cloth, but the thread is to be passed 
through theskin at points directly opposite 
to cach other, The two ends of the thread 

should be tied into a secure knot after draw- 
ing the edges of the wound closely together. 
If the edges are ragged some care must be ex- 
occised to bring the corresponimg parts into 
their proper place, If swelling takes place, 
apply cold water until it is veduced,and avoid 
all irritating or spirituous applications unless 
thoy become necessary, Nature will general- | 
ly perform the cure if assisted to make a pro - 
per start, 


A New Food for Horsesand Sheep | 


A fayorite and rather a new kind of mash | 
for horses is coming into use, composed of two | 
quscta of oats, one of bran, and half a pi 
flaxseed. The oats are first placed in the lin- 
seed ; add boiling water, then the bran, cov- 
ering the mixture with an old rug, and allow- 
ing it to thus rest for five hours; then stir the | 
mass well up. The bran absorbs while retain- | 
ing the vapor, and the linseed binds the oats 
and bran together; a greater quantity of tlax- 
seed would make the preparation too oily and 
Joss relished. One feed por day is sufficient ; 
it’s casily digestible, and is specially adaptod 
to young animals, adding to their volume 
rather than to their height—giving substance 
to their frame.

Pursuant to notice a meeting of the share- 
holders of the Grand Junction Railway was 
held in the Director's Room, Belleville, on 
the 7th January, inst. There were present 
Mesars. ‘Thos, Kelso, President of the Road ; 
D. B, Robertson, Secretary ; and Jas. Foulds, 
A. Dianiond, A. Robertson, Alex. Sutherland, 
Jas, Brown, Hon, Robt. Read, Dr, Boulter, 
and Wm. Docter, E, Harrison, W. A. Foster, 
Mayor, Jas, Ferris, Directors ; and Messrs. 
W. Fanning, KE. J. Senkler, Jas, Blacklock, 
A. Brooks, John Doyle, John Northcott, and 
M. Bowell. 

The President, Tiros, Ketso, Esq., having 
been called to the chair, stated that the meet- 
ing lad been called at the instance of the 
Chairman of Finance, to consult with the 
shareholders, and lay before them the present 
financial position of the Road. No doubt 
most of them knew that tho Road was to be 
sold on the 2ist instant, for the benefit of Mr.

There is no denying the fact that in 
Belleville, as in many other places, there 
are houses licensed for taverns, which 
haye not the accommodation required by 
law—houses which are dignified by the 
name of taverns,but which are more drink- 
ing shops, and should pay a saloon license, 
if licensed at all. It is notorious’ that 
places have been fitted up temporarily with 
beds, in order to bear inspection, and that 
license has been givén to these places as 
taverns, when, in fact, it was never con- 
templated to provide lodging for either 
man or beast. This is neither fair to the 
man who has suitable hotel accommodation 
nor to the saloon keeper who is obliged to 
pay a larger sum for his license, It is 
time a reformation was effected in this 
respect, and under the existing law, and 
with an efficient Inspector, there is no ex- 


“cuse why such a state of things should ex- 


ist a singleday, Whether anychangeismade 
in the law by the Legislature or not,it is to 
be hoped that the authorities, who have 
the licensing of taverns and saloons, will 
see to it, that the provisions of the law aro 
in every respect complied with, and also 
that the characters of the men who apply 
for license should be more fully considered. 
It isnot enough that the house have the 
required accommodation and the tavern 
keeper have the required bondsmen, but 
the person to be licensed should be a man 
of good’character, and unless he bears that 
character, a license should be refused him, 

With regard to the 7th clause, we agree 
with the suggestion. The man who goep 
deliberately into atavern orsaloon after 
seveno’clockon Saturday night, or on Sunday 
and procures a liquor, is as culpable as the 
man who sells it, and ifthe latter be 
punished, so should the former. 


We hope the suggestion contained in the 
9th clause will not be adopted. The pre- 
sent law, closing tayerns and saloon bars 
at 7 o'clock on Siiturday night, has worked 
admirably. It has, without doubt, pre- 
vented a large amount of Saturday night 
drinking, and the eyil results consequent 
thereupon. Although the law in this res- 
pect may be to some extent evad or 
broken, eyery one who has watched its op- 
eration must be convinced that it has had 
@ most beneficial effect, and has materially 
lessened the cyils so prevalent when tay- 
erns and saloons were in full blast toa 
late hour on Saturday nights. Thero are 
some other suggestions contained in the 
memorandum upon which there will be a 
variety of opinions, but the main features 
are good and worthy the serious attention 
of the Government. 

Meanwhile our. authorities are clothed 
with almost arbitrary powers, and if they 
see to it that the existing law is more 
fully carried out—if they refuse to give 
license to houses that haye not the ne 
nary accomodation—if they refuse to 
license to any except mon of goodcharactor 
—if they have the law relating to Satur- 
day night and Sunday drinking, stringent- 

ly enforced—if they make their ¢ 
carry out strictly the provisions prohibiting 
tavern keopors selling to minors, or allow- 
ing them to loiter around their bar-rooms 
—if they arrest and punish all those who 
are selling without license, they will be 
but simply doing their sworn duty, while 
at the same timo accomplishing a vast 
amount of good. 


their prosent liabilities were met by the pay- 
ment of the calls which had been made, that 
new stock would be subscribed, and arrange- 
ments made for the completion of the road. 

Mr. Anranam Dismonp, Chairman of Fi- 
nance, said he had no doubt all knew that they 
had financial trouble, and it was desirable to 
know how it was to be overcome, It was 
true that some of the shareholders had paid 
up the 50 per cent of their stock, in orderto 
qualify themselves for directors, while others 
now say, they were induced to subscribe 
stock, to give the Company a status, and 
with the understanding that they would not 
be called upon to pay it, should not now be 
called upon to pay, forgetting that they could 
be sued individually for any debt of the Com- 
pany, to the amount of their unpaid stock, 
and would be compelled to pay if the sums 
could be realized. If the present liabilities of 
the Company were removed, he believed ar- 
rangements could be made with Mr. Brickford 
for the completion of the road. He thought 
that only 50 por cent of the stock should be 
collected, After that was paid, in his opinion 
no further calls should be made; at present 
they had no money to pay the demands made 
upon them, and the stockholders may come 
to their relief, or the road may pass out of 
their hands. The Secretary had-a list of the 
shareholders who had paid 50 per cent of their 
stock, and the names of those who had not 
paid their calls, which he would ask him to 
read. 

Hox, Rost, Reap objected to the reading 
of the names, as he did not think it would do 
any good, but might create ill feeling. ‘The 
list is there and if any one wishes to see it, he 
can do 80, ‘ 

Dr. Bourrer thought that as some had 
paid 50 per cent. of their stock, others should 
pay that amount at least, 

Mr. Brown did not see how the trouble 
could be got over, unless those who had not 
pald acted like the County Council. Some 
had paid their stock in fall, and it was unfair 
if others did not pay theirs. He did not know 
what was understood, but the stock should be 
paid if subscribed. 

Dr. Boutrer.—There was no such under- 
standing by the Board.

Northumberland and Durham 
would in all probability pass the Bill, and 
these counties embraced a population of near- 
ly 100,000, ‘Prince Edward had already 
passed it'‘and if Hastings succeeded a large 
district in the very heart of Ontario would be, 
froo from the license system. Mrs, Youmans ;

J. Burton was in favor of a fair trial 
of the Bill. As the last Conyention had de- 
cided to attempt to pass, and enforce it, by all 
means give it a trial, He favored total 
prohibition, but “half a loaf was better than 
no bread.” 

Rey. Mr. Tomblin thought there would be 
need of much agitation on the question, but 
had no doubt of success if all would carry 
Mrs. Youmans’ spirit into the contlict. 

G, Young, M. A., thonght the Convention 
should persevere in the work, and bring the 
matter toa fairissuc. he Dunkin Bill, as 
itthow’ stood, was nota partial ‘but a total 
prohibition of the sale of strong drink, The 
Ontario Legislature had refused to grant 
wholesale licenses where the Bill was passed. 


Mr, N. McArthur thought that the great 
majority of those not regular members of any 
Temperance Society would vote for any 
measure to stop the drink-traflic. He held 
thatthe people were far more advanced 
in sentiment and better prepared for pro- 
hibition than is usually represented. 

Rey. J. Howell sympathized with the views 
of the last speaker. The people of ‘Irenton 
wore expecting the Dankin Bill to be submit- 
ted to the electors, and already the temper- 
ance men of Trenton had organized meetings, 
and were expecting to put forth vigorous ef- 
forts in favor of the Bill 

Rey. R. W. Marsh said the same had been 
done in Frankford. The temperance men 
were ready todo their utmost to pass a law 
stopping the sale of intoxicating liquor, . 

The Convention then adjourned to meet 
again at 2 p, m. 

In the afternoon session the following reso- 
lutions were passed :

Tho Board met at 7:30 p. m.

A tendor was read from David Sorviss, of- 
foring to discharge tho duties of care-taker of 
the Union School for the coming year at » 
salary of $250 per year. 

}) Mr. Glass predented the roport of the Fin- 
ance Conimittes, recommending the payment 
of sundry accounts. 

Mr, McGinnis objected to the amount of 
Messrs, Northoott & Alford’s account for re- 
paira to school promises, belioving it wrong in 
principle for members todo work for the 
Board. 

Mr. Glass stated that the account objected 
to had been examined and certified to by the 
Chairman of the Building Committee, Mr. 
Willé. He moved, begonded by Mr. A. Din- 
mond, the adoption of the report. 

Mr. A. Diamond thought it well for Mr. 


McGinnis to bring up the point which he did. 
Thore was nothing in the law to forbid mem- 
bers contracting with the Boards in towns 
and cities, althoagh! hd thought it might be 
advisable in fature to be, like Cwsar's wife, 
above suspicion, So far asthe Board was 
converned there hadnot heen, even a sus- 
piciomof jobbery. The work nad been done 
well and cheaply, and the report ought to be 
adopted. 

The motion for the adoption of the report 
was then put and adopted. 

Mr, Weniley, in the absence of Mr. Wills, 
presented the roport of the Building Com- 
mittee, that the report of the Inspector re- 
garding the out-houses at the Union School 
had been highly colored ; thé teachers had 
not done their daty in allowing the promises 
to become foul; but that new buildings be 
erected ; thatplank or other walks bo laid 
down on the, Union School grounds; that 
the leakage in the roof doesnot interfere with 
the efficiency of said school, but that the 
roof be over-hauled when the) weather per- 
mits. 

Mr. A. Diamond thought the wording of 
the report was rather strong, and he moved, 
seconded by Mr. McGinnis, that it be Isid 
on the table until nex! meeting. 

This amendment was carried. 

Mr. Dooter reported that lan agreement 
had been made by the Committee appointed 
for that purpose, with School Section No. 2, 
Thurlow, that they were to collect the taxes 
for that part ofthe Section annexed to the 
Town for school purposes, and $10 to Sec. 
tion 20. ‘mw 

‘The report was adopted, 

Mr. Shepard presented the report ofthe 
School Organization Committee, tendering 
thanks to Inspector Johnston for his ability 
and zeal in the discharge of his duties ; that 
his report he published, also a summary of 
the School Census ; that Prof. Dawson's let- 
ter be laid over, also the circular regarding 
the Centennial. 

On motion of Mr, Shepard, seconded by 
Prof. Bell, the report was adopted. 

Mr. Glass stated that he had prepared the 
estimates, He would have waited for the 
infusionofthe ‘new blood” which was to take 
placé to-morrow, but money was needed, and 
it would be necessary to pass the estimates 
to-night. He had not included an estimate 
for a school house for Coleman Ward, as that 
would cost $5,000, and they were drawing 
without that, heavily upon the ratepayers. 
The school accommodation he thought suffi- 
cient, “for the presént, and though it was no 
doubt inconvenient to the peeple of Coleman 
Ward, he hoped that the matter could be 
laid over for another year. 

Mr, A. Diamond wished the estimates la id 
over for a week. 

Mr. Yeomans urged ‘that they be passed. 

Mr Newbery thought it would be better 


for the Board of 1875 to pass the estimates, 
as they knew all the requirements better than 
new members could do, 

Mr. Glass sail ho had not, when he pre- 
pared the estimates, intended’ to be a candi- 
date for re-election, but he had changed his 
mind. Eliminating the charge fer High 
School scholars which amounted to about $40 
por scholar per annum, the cost of the pupils 
of the Public )Schools wad about, $11, which 
compared very favorably with the cost of 
tuition in the United States, which ranged 
from $12 to $24 per pupil per annum. He 
explained that when at the last meeting, he 
said that the estimates had been exceeded, 
and the money absorbed for other purposes, 
he meant that thelarge increase of the number 
of pupils, which necessitated the employ- 
ment of additional teachers, and other 
services imposed by the school laws and 
regulations had caused the absorption of the 
wrong in qhestion. The requirements were 
$14,500, of which $10,654 were for salarica, 
Deducting from the total amount of the 
catimates the $1,500 Government grant, left 
$13,000 which they would require from the 
Town. 

Mr, Newbery urged that they levy their 
own rate and appoint their own Collector. 

Mr, Glags saw no object to be gained by 
such action, ag it was an easier method to 
procure their supplies from the Town. 

Mr. A. Diamond held the same view, as by 
compelling tho Town to collect their, taxes 
there was no loss thoreby from uncollected 
taxes. 

Mr. Shepard said thatin former times, when 
they hadstheir own Collegtor, there was a 
Great dealof tronblé ‘ak to remission of taxes 
and uncollected taxes, The present system 
was decidedly proferable, 

Mr. Glass introduced 
adoption of the estimates. 

Prof. Bell said he had intended to move for 
the insértion of a sum in the ostimates for the 
purchase of/aschdol site and the erection of a 
school house in Coleman Ward. Consider- 
ing, howover, the largencss of the require- 
ments, and the state of the Town Finances,

The Chairman announced his ‘intention of 
leaving the Board, and expressed his cordial 
thanks to all the members, for their kind- 
ness and forbearance. He had taken the 
position: of Chairman with trepidation, and 
had met nothing but kindpess on all hands, 
He left the Board with regret and» pleasure— 
regret to sever his connection with gentlemen 
with whom he had had such agreeable associa. 
tion. Onthe other hand, he felt pleasure 
in looking at the progress which our schools 
had made since he had @ seaton the Board. 
He took no personal credit, ashe had only 
worked with the other members to that end. 
We have excellent schools anda splendid 
staffof teachers.

FIRST SESSLON—THIRD PARLIAME

The Assembly met after the holidays.

A SPECTACLE IN THE PRINCE 
OF WALES’ TOUR IN INDIA.

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{HH BRITISH TRON TRADE. 

HOW VIS AFFECTED BY UNITED 
STAT PROTECTION 


The great staple trade of Groat Britain 
seems to havo reached its climax, and to 
hayo begun to retrograde, as last year's 


reduction in the value of the manufactured 
product, The causes of this declination 
‘are various. Chief omongst them, how- 
over, is tho fact that the United States 
hitherto Britain's best customer—has 
within a few years resolutely sct herself 
to tho task of supply. her own 
wants and developing her own resources. 
Her first step was to imposésuch a duty 
on British iron as to admit of manufactur- 
ers within her own territory competing | 
with the foreign manufacturers. Tho ef- 
fect of the imposition of this protective 
duty has been even more salutary than was | 
contemplated. Under it very extensive 
manufacturing enterprises wero undertak- 
en, and the iron masters of the United 
States have been enabled to produce iron 
at such a cost asto not only supply their 
own market,but to deprive Great Britain of 
a yery large share of the Colonial trade. 
The greater portion of the iron trade of 
Ontario has within tho last four or five 
years passed into the hands of ‘* Brether 
Jonathan ;” we purchase very largely of 
their hardware ; Australia and New Zea- 
land buy hardware almost oxclusively from 
the United States ; and importations of 
United States iron into England are | 
becoming much more frequent than former- 
ly. Thus Protection has beaten Free 
Trade, which latter principle is shown to 
be fallacious by the fact that the Free 
Trade manufacturers of Britain, meeting 
the Protectionists of the United States on 
neutral ground, where the products of each 
are subject to the same duty, have bten 
unable to maintain the competition. In } 
addition to this, the protective tariff of the 
United States, which shut out foreign com- 
petition, has, instead of raising the price of 
iron in that country, as it ought to have 
done, according tothe predictions of the 
Free Trade theorists, had a precisely con- 
trary effect—iron being cheaper now in the 
United States than at any former period. 
Ryland’s Iron Trade Circular of December 
Lith gives from the Board of Trado Re- 
turns a statement of the salos and exports 
for the first eloven months of 1875. Both 
tho weight and value of tho iron during this 
time are given in full. Thero has been a 
greater falling off in value than in the quan- 
tity.

Thirty-four Processes Necessary to 
Produce Woolen Cloth. 


(From Clothier and Hatter.) 

First, there is tho sorting of the wool, 
for no less than ten different qualities may | 
be found ina single fleece. Socondly, it | 
must bo scoured in hot water, to romovo 
groase and dirt, Thirdly, washod in cold 
water. Fourthly, it is dried in a revolving 
machine fall of holes, and then spread out 
and submitted to the heat of steam. Fifth, 
dyeing. Sixth, ‘willying,” that is, tho 
frocing of the matted locks from dust by 
means of a cylinder urmed with tooth. 
Seventh, tho teazing, which opons and 
cleans more thoroughly. Eighth, the 
sprinkling of olive oil, to facilitate the work- 
ing of the wool. Ninth, moting; or tho} 
removal of socds of plants and grasses | 
which are sometimes interminglod with the 
fleece. Tonth, the scribbling, to further 
disentangle the wool and draw the fibres, 
bymoans of wire brushes. Eleventh, pluck- 
ing, or mixing of tho different qualitios. 
Twelfth, carding, or tho spreading out to a 
regular thickness and weight, and bringing 
tho wool out in cardinga of three feet in 
length. Thirtoenth, slubbing, that is, tho 
making of a continuous yarn trom a frame 
called the billoy, or by a new machino call- 
ed the condenser. Tourteen, spinning on 
tho mule. Fifteen, reeling the yarn. Six- 
teen, warping it and putting it on the beam 
for tho loom. Seventeen, sizing tho warp 
with animal golatino, Eighteen, weaving 
ineteen, acour- 
ing with fullor’s carth to remove oil and sizo. 
Twenty, dyeing when in piece. Twenty- 
ono, burling, to pick out irregular threads, 
Xo, Twenty-two, milling or falling.— 
Twenty-three, scouring to remoyo soap. 
‘Twenty-four, drying and stretching. Twen- 
ty-fivo, raising tho nap. Twenty-six, cut- 
ting it off with tcazles fixed on cylinders,

The Australian Desert. 


On looking at a map of the Australasian 
continent one cannot fail to observe that 
though Western Australia occupies a larger 
space than any of its sister colonies, a vast 
extent of it remains a blank, unmarked as the 
dwolling-place of man, a huge expanse of 
desolation; and this, although tho earliest 

_ discovered portions of the continent, are in- 
cluded within its boundary. The story of 
Western Australia is one of the most incredi- 
ble hardship, disappointment, and gloom, but 
also of pluck, determination, and patience, 
thought, so fettered has the energy of the 
colonists been by the nature of the country 
and the small area of agricultural land yet 
discovered, that in 1848 the inhabitants 
seriously entertained the project of abandon- 
ing the settlement for good. Since then re- 
peated oxpeditions have been organized for 
the exploration of the great blank space which 
constitutes a little less than one-fifth of the 
entire continent, and forms the western slope 
of that which geographers call ‘the Great 
Interior Basin.” On the whole, these ex- 
peditions have achieved but little, at a great 
cost of life, money, toil, and suffering : and 
there is hardly any hopethatit willever be pos- 
sible to construct that overland route from cast 
to west which would be of immense advantage 

. to both regions, for South Australia needs 
fresh outlets to her capital, and Western 
Australia longs to pierce through the 
mystery of the desert which shuts her fin 
upon tho landward side, and says to the 
people, ‘* Thus farshall ye go and no further.” 
‘The explorations which preceded that of Col. 
Egerton Warburton—known seyerally as tho 
expeditions of Sturt, Eyre, Stuart, Gregory 
and McKinlay—had, with the exception of 
Mr. Stuart's discoveries on the panks of the 
Adelaide river, which led to the addition of 
hundreds of thousands of fertile acres to the 
colony of South Australia, been almost desti- 
tute of result. ‘The upshot of them all is 
briefly described by Mr. Eden as follows: 
‘* We haye followed Sturt uatil a sea ofsand

On the 4th of May, 
1864, dwing the debate, M. Cauchon 
said :— 

« Tyogret exceedingly to be obliged to rise on 
a mhttor of personal explanation. Aw far back 
‘as 1851,I was offered the Assistant Secretar) ship 
with a salary of £600 And 1 seat in the House, 
and Leber ai and the office would also have 
placed a considerable amount .of printing pat- 
ronage at my disposal, I, however, refused to 
accept it, In 1855, I came into office as a Con 
yervative and went ont with the Government in 
1857. Ihave since that period been in office 
with my political friends, and gone out _with 
them. ‘Then, with regard to the formation of 
the present Government, I would mention the 
circumstances #o far as they related to myself. 
It is, I admit, a delicate matter, and I would 
not have referred to it but that I have permis- 
sion todoso. Sir Etienne Tache came to me 
and spoke inthe most complimentary manner 
‘and offered me office. I replied that if any- 
thing could have induced me to accept office, it 
was the flattering terms used bysthe honorable 
Premier, but I nevertheless, begged to decline 
for reasons personal to myself.” 

« And yet Mr, Mackenzie elaims to-day 
that Mr, Cauchonwas a “ Liberal ;” he was 
a Liberal in the samo sense that the Hon. 
Sir Geo. Cartier, who was hounded to his 
graye by so-called ‘ Reformers ” was o 
Liberal ; but here we have his own dec- 
laration that in 1855 he was a Conservative. 
However, there is another point worthy 
of mention, and that is contained in Mr. 
Huntington’s remarks on the occasion of 
the Ministerial explanations in 1864, In 
reply toM. Cauchon he thus expressed 
himself (May 4th, 1864):— 

“ Referring personally to the.hon. member 
for Montmorency (Cauchon) he said that no 
member of this House would believe that he(Cau- 
chon) had been offered a seat inany Government 
and had refused it.” 

“ Itisa significant fact that no member of 
the new Government arose in his place to 
bear out the statement made by M. Cau- 
chon or to contradict Mr. Huntington. 
Thus out of his own mouth has M. Cauchon 
declared that prior to Confederation he was 
not a “Liberal,” and to-day Mr. Mackenzie 
declares that there.is no Coalition!

The Harbor would 
probably require dredging bofore the close 
of the year, and the matter of the Street 
Railway would engage their attention, 
Our Fire Department is in a highly ef- 
ficient state,, and the matter of a public 
Park would also be deserving of con- 
sideration. It might be well to seek incor- 
poration ag acity, which would give us con- 
siderable advantages, in the way of a member 
in the Legislature and the erection of public 
buildings, They should aid manufactories as 
faras possible, consistent with their means, 
and a matter of this kind would come up for 
their consideration, As to the water supply 
arrangements could be made with Hon. 
Robert Read for the supply of water to Fos- 
ter and Sampson Wards. He did not at 
present advocate water works, but hoped that 
before many years we should havea com- 
plete system of water works. He intended 
to enforce the rules strictly, and anticipated 
no trouble from that source, owing to the in- 
telligence of the members.

How Much Meal to Feed. 


A villager wants to know how much 
meal it is profitable to give a new milch 
cow, per day; meal at 85 centsa bushel 
and hay at $15.aton. The Vermont Far- 
mer answersithe query a8 follows :— 


_ The only man who can answerthat ques- 
tion with any degree of accuracy is the 
one who takes care of the cow. His infor- 
mation npen, the pabice to be obtained by 
varying the feed and noting the effect. 
There is awide difference in the capacity 
of cows for assimilating food, and as great 
a variation in the power to conyert it into 
butter. Some cows nover pay for their 
keeping, be it What it may. 

It may be stated as a rule that it pays to 
feed milch cows meal with liberality, es- 

jally so if both hay andmeal are bought. 
fuck depends on the quality of the hay. 
Early cut June grass hay will make as 
much milk as a fair quality of timothy hay 
and two or three quarts ot meal a day. 

From two or three quarts per day of meal 
rons asmuch as an ordinary cow 
will pay for, 

Itis better economy and more healthful 
for the cow, and we believe for those who 
use the milk as food, to give ao mixed 
tion. Say wheat bran four or six parts 
wheat middlings two parts, corn steal two 
parts and linseed meal one part, by mea- 
sure, and feed the cow as much of that ns 
sho shows herself able to pay for, whether 
it be four quarts or eight.

Tho change which we soe in this respect 
in the course of tho ministerial organ is 
most amusing.

« official precedence,” as the Globe would 
have called it, is part and parcel of 
the same unmeaning ceremonial which his

that some proyincial official has not had 
assigned to him a position as near to the 
august person of Her Majesty or her repre- 
sentative at first or second hand, as his 
ambitious hopes and pretensions may have 
led him to expect, 5 
But then all this violation of the prin- 
ciples of*plush has been assented to by the 
Colonial office to gratify some m: i 
feeling of envy on the part of 


The very man whose genius gave form nda: 
consistehey to what, before his hand touch- 
ed it,” been only acrude and shadowy 


outline, is now foolishly charged with’ the 
desire to dishonor his own work. Sir John 
Macdonald is ropresented as saying— 
“Snub those Proyincial fellows, and forth- 
with they are subbed.” What object Sir 
John Macdonald could have had in snub- 
bing the ‘Provincial fellows’ does not 
clearly appear, nor do we think it at all 
likely that, in aquestion of this kind, the 
Imperial Minister whose province it was to 
determine the matter of‘precedenco among 
the Canadian courtiers, either sought a 
suggestion from Sir John Macdonald or 
had suggestions from the ¢amo quarter 
thrust upon him. But itis just possible 
that we have inadvertently been doing an 
injury to Mr. Brown all this while, and 
that he has been led to ascribe importance 
to this question of precedence, not from its 
intrinsic value in his own estimation, but 
from the trouble and anxiety it has oc- 
casioned to his honorable friends, Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Mowat, to decide the af- 
fair to the satisfaction of somo ‘Boudoir 
Cabal’ among the female adherents of the 
Governments at Ottawa and Toronto, If it 
bea matter in dispute between aspiring 
ladies,then we would not give much for the 
stability of either Government, as the re- 
spective Premiers cannot satisfy both par- 
~ ties, and the one slighted will turn patriots 
in a few hours after. | 
_ Still the matter will not afford to be 
lightly treated. We are gravely informed 
that—‘it is the wishes of the people and 
their sense of propricty after all that ought 
to be consulted.” This alters the whole af- 
fair, and gives it a degree of importance for 
which we were not quite prepared. Of 
course, if the people of the Dominion arise 
in all their might, and in the terror of their 
majesty, and demand that the Governor 
General and all the Lioutenant Governors 
shall have equal rank ; that the wives 
ofthe Senators shall stand shoulder to 
shoulder with those of the Privy Council- 
lors, and that a member of a local govern- 
ment shall have equal rank and equal hon- 
or with those of a similar minister in the 
Dominion Cabinet,it is not likely that the 
Queen's Government would provoke a re- 
bellion, and incur the danger of losing these 
Colonies in withstanding the wishes of the 
people so enforced. In the meantime we 
hope the Globe will not allow the question 
to rest here.

The Petrified Forestin the Desert. 


Froni David Ridout, who has been on- 
in preparing a section of a petrified 
tree for the Centennial Exhibition, we 
learn the following, relativoto the petrified 
foreat in the desert of northwestern Hum- 
boldt ;—On the plain about thirty miles 
west of tho Black range of mountains, 
stands one of tho greatest natural curiosi- 
ties evor discovered in Nevada. It is a 
petrified forest, in which the stumps of 
iany of the trees, now changed into solid 
rock, are still standing. Thero are no 
living trees or vegetationof any kind othe, 
than; sage-brush  in-the~vicinity. 
Some of theso ancient giants of a forest, 
which flourished, porhaps, thotsands of 
years ago, when the climate of Nevada was 
‘undoubtedly more favorable for the growth 
of luxuriant yogetation than at present, 
rival in Reo! the big trees of California.

British Columbia and the Pacific |

We 
use the word “‘ incipient,” because the offer to 
indemnify the Province by the einen of the 
comparatively paltry sum of 3750,000 for tho 
proposed abandonment of the. railway scheme, 
waa never intended as a bona fde transaction, 
but as an attempt to cover up at far as possible 
the enormity of the wrong which M 
zie consented to perpetrate ax the price of Mr. 
Blake's acceptance of a portfolio in bis Cabinet, 
and it remains yet to be seen whether the Do- 
minion Parliament will ratify this unholy bar- 
gain between Mackenzie and Blake, or whether, 
thould Parliament do so, the people of Canada 
will quietly acquiesce in ‘no great a wrong. We 
are inclined to believe that the great body of the 
Canadian people, when this question of railway 
repudiation comes to be laid before them in all 
ita naked deformity, as it shortly must, will put 
their veto upon an act so well calculated to en- 
tail oternal disgrace upon the Canadian name. 
Never was an agreement more Caley 
ed into than that known as the terms of union 
between the Dominion of Canada and British 
Columbia, and not a single clause of said terms 
was adopted untilit had been thoroughly discuss- 
ed in all its bearings, and every sentence mature- 
ly considered. 

In concluding its article, the Slandard 
says : 

“We should be very sorry indeed to witness 
any guch a change in the national relations of 
this fair Province, as that which onr American 
neighbors delight to tell us is our maniest desti- 
ny; but if our commercial relatious and our so- 
cial intercourse must of necessity, as at present, 
continue to be almost exclusively with the Unit- 
ed States, or through them, it can only bea 
question of time when the work of absorption 
will be completed, and British Columbia ceaso 
to be either a Province of the Dominion or a d 
pendency of the Britivh Grown. The Americans 
are fully alive to this fact, but Mackenzie & Co,

The Labor Question. 


Labor, its duties and responsibilities, ite 
self-regulating qualities and self-adjusting re- 
quirements ; the laws of production and ex- 
penditures ; the rights and duties and limits 
of capital and capitalists ; all there, as ex- 
ponents of a healthful civilization, must at 
times gocapy our minds and chain our at- 
tention. Of course there is a right wide and 
a wrong side to the value we get out of the 
earth by our efforts on it, James Fisk ‘could 
turn his American impetus oue way : Moody 
E jonal 
impetus quite another way. We have all of 
us to work and be employed in getting what 
we can out of life ; and’ we ought, therefore, 
taiteylapalpek alisha honest Nant uname 
upon those basiness functions which are the 
common property 6f all who will secure them. 
Within one gentury’s history aa a Republic 
there haye reappeared those old questions of 
stiife which shook Rome in the times of the 
Gracchi, by that earliest struggle of socialism 
known first in history as the conflict over the 
Agrarian laws. It was a long series of those 
supressed revolutions which finally broke 
over the exposed political frontier of France 
in the earlier Reign of Terror and in the latter 
Reign of Communism. 

In adecture delivered in Boston less than 
five years ago, Mr. Wendell Phillips said that 
his ideal of ization was tho New England 
village of ales years ago. He argued thnt 
the’ owners of property wére not to haye any 
consideration ‘on account of ite increase in 
yalue, His plan was that the poor man. 
should have a larger income in proportion as 
he was rich, If aman owns a'single house 
he shall be taxeda hundre/l dollars; if a 
man owns ten houses of like value he would 
not tax him on ‘ten hundred dollars but 
on twenty hundred dollars ; and if he owned 
«hundred honses he would tax him nota 
hundred hundred dollars but six hundred hun- 
‘dred dollars. 

The richer the man the greater -his tax 

shall be, 60 that when he is worth « million 
dollars he can have only twenty thousand 
dollars income. Every addition to capital 
should bear additional burdens. Such, in 
short, is the theory of one of our present 
prophets. Every new instalment ef capital 
would lash the owner with the ‘cut behind” 
of its taxation, 
But thers haye been some heroic natures 
who have resolutely thrown themselves igto 
the struggle aud have met the brunt and 
shock of the contending forces. The recent- 
ly published ‘* History of Co-operation,” by 
George Jacob Holyoak, revealed the noble 
strivings of Gwen, of New Lanark, to start 
the laboring communities on the open high: 
way of reform, 


* ‘The foremost men of Europe watched witn 
engernest the experiment of the New Lanark 
Mills, and the tireless zeal of the Utopian re- 
former. Lateron, Charles Kingiley spoke 
out his braye young mind in the indignant 
story of Alton Locke. Robertson, of Bright- 
on, carried of from the Basis of the Chris- 
tian Chureh the much needed attempts to 
furprove, the homes and hearts, and the me- 
thods of labor and amusement of the work- 
ing Classes. The times seemed full of prom- 
ise, A golden age was coming. We can feel 
the thrill of Charles Mackay’s song : 


Men-of thought, be up and stirring 
ht and day, 
, witlidraw the curtain ; 
Clear the way ! 
Men of action, aid and cheer them, 
» As ye may. 
‘There's a fount about to stream ! 
‘There's a light about to beam ! 
‘There's a warmth about to glow !

In 1874 the Bills wore again brought in, 
but were defeated on a vote by 41 to 30, 
the Premier this time displaying himself in 
his true colors as an opponent of Orange 
incorporation. His plea for opposition to 
tho bills was the introduction of a General 
Act, under which he professed that all So- 
cieties might become incorporated, though 
he allowed special Acts ta be passed in fa- 
yor of the Christian Brothers and the Sis- 
ters of St. Joseph, of London, two Roman 
Catholic Societies. 

Though thus twice defeated, the Orange, 
Association was not to be balked in this 
manner of their rights, the more especially 
‘as it was found that the Genaral Act which 
Mr. Mowat had so ungraciously granted, 
did not meet the requirements of their case 
atall. Under this Act, as was explained 
by Mr. Merrick in his specch on the sub- 
ject recently, no Society can hold property 
to a greater amount than $5,000; and as 
there are somo 1,200 Lodges ih the country, 
this would allow of but $fworth of proporty 
being held op account of each Lodge by the 
Grand’ Lodge—a proposition so absurd that 
it will not bear argument.

~ Fisheries of Bay Quinte Division. 

Mr. Charles Wilkins, the very efficient 
and indefatigable Inspector of Fishorios 
for the Bay of Quinte Division, furnishes 
‘us tho following information relating to the 
fisheries in his district, which will bo read 
with interest : 

The Annual Report of the Fishery Over- 
seer of the Bay of Quinte Division shows 
the yield-and value-of-fish caugh' 
in excess of the preceding years. 

Tho white fish caught wore generally of 
extraordinary size, and of superior quality. 

There are natural causes which act upon 
and do affect the fishorios,, Among tho a 
prominent, is the prevailing high win 
which have, in a degree, caused the diminu- 
tion of the choice kind of fish for a few 
years past, The sudden influx and re- 
ceding of the water, from large to lessor 
bodies, and their tributaries, will impede 
and change the usual course of the tish 
from their wonted feeding grounds and 
spawning beds, and cause them to seek 
other places, thus lessening the quantity of 
the choice kind of fish foratime.

The Moon. 


Professor Proctor, the English astrono- 


ing lecbure upon the moon, extracts from 
which are here appended. The inoon's 
diameter is,2,100-miles, and sheis distant 
238,828 miles. Her surface is less than 
our globe in the*propertion of one to thir- 
teen and a half, or in other words, includes 
about 14,600,000 aquave miles, equal to 
the combined extent of North and South 
America. Thevolume of the moon js to 
that of the earth as one to forty-nine and 
a half, and the relative masses as one to 
elglity‘one. \Dhe’ spenket had heard that 
the observatory: to be established’ on the 
Rocky Mountains will bring the moon 
within thirty miles of us; but that is im- 
possible. ‘The optical image formed by the 
object glass of the astronomer has defects, 
and if you magnify it you magnify the de- 
fects. When. you get beyond a certain 
point it is useless to magnify the image as 
it appears, and there isno hope of any» 
telescope larger than Rosse’s to get « close | 
view of the nivon. It is hopeless to expect 
to find signs of life in our satellite, for the 
moon has no atmosphere. ‘This is shown 
by the factthat shadews thrown by the lu- 
nar mountains are seen black, whereas, did 
an atmosphere exist, they would vary in 
intensity. Also, when the nioon passes 
over a star tho lattér flashes out suddenly ;

SCOTT MURDER. 

Mr. Mowat, in answer to Mr, Meredith, 
said claims had been made on the Pro- 
vincial Treasury for payment of the reward 
offered by the Province for the apprehen- 
sion and conviction of the Sa CrARrery of 
Thomas Scott, and a report had been made 
by the Chi f Manitoba. A com- 
mission hac issued to him to make 
an enquiry la number of persons, after 
public notice of the enquiry had been 
given, sent in their claims, and also signed 
an agreement that they would be bound 
by the finding wf the commission. It was 
the intention of the Government to pay 
the amount of the award to the claimants, 
in accordance with the report ; and for 
that purpose the Government proposed to 
bring down a supplementary . estimate, 
in order to pay the amount when it had 
received the sanction of the House.

INDEPENDENCE OF PARLIAMENT.

ina previous session by the Government, but

1on embodied the spimt of the fesolution, 


and he believed that public sentiment would 
approve of it. 


PROTECTION TO BRAKESMEN. 
Mr. Wills moved the second reading of 
the bill for the protection of brakesmen on 
railway trains. In doing so, he said that 
it concerned not only the rights of railway 
companies, but alsothe rights of railway 
eniployees ; and he thought the rights and 
lives of the latter should be more dear to | 
them than the mere rights and interests 
of the former, It had been objected to 
this bill that lives of brakesmon were. lost 
less on account of the neglect of railway 
companies than on account of carelessness 
on the part of brakesmen in coupling cars. 
The fact was, however, that in coupling 
cars there were few killed in comparison 
with those who were maimed. He found 
that there were about two hundred _ per- 
sons killed per year in this country on 
railways. Thjs bill would provide for 
something being placed on the tops of ears 
to prevent brakesmen falling off them.

The Montreal Elopement. 


The New York Sun roferring to the 
elopement of Mrs. McKenzie and Mr, Bry- 
dges from Montreal says: The fugitives 
wore found at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
where thoy found written in the hotel reg- 
ister, ina bold, round hand, “ Lieut.John 
H. Brydges, Montreal, Canada.” The clerk 
said that Lieut, Brydges, anda woman and 
children, supposed to be his family, had 
arrived there on Friday evening, and were 
still in the hotel,occupying one of the finest 
and most extensive suites of rooms. The 
man seemed to have plenty of money, and 
had a valuable lot of baggage. The detec. 
tives then arrested Lieut Bryd es and the 
women, and took them to the Police Cen- 
tral Office. The counsel and the prisoner 
rode from the Central Office to Judge Bar- 
rett’s court, procured the writ of habeas 
corpus, and returned to the Tombs Police 
Court, The lawyer claimed that the writ 
was arbitrary and without authority, and 
asked Justice Bixby to dismiss them from 
custody, Tho Justice decided that tho ar- 
rest was illegal, as it was made merely in 
response to a telogram, and not upon pro- 
per papers. Besides, ho could not see that 
there was any criminal charge. Tho pris- 
oners wero discharged from custody. It is 
supposed that the runaway pair intended 
to sail for Europe in onv of the steamers 
that went from this port yesterday, and 
that Lieut. Brydges had engaged passage 
for the East under an assumed name, The 
brother-in-law says that sho has heretofore 
been irreproachable in her conduct, and 
that as a wife and mother she was greatly 
respected by her husband and friends. A

Prof. Dawson was heard in relation to his 
communication with referonce to a proposed 
grant to the Belleville High School, He ox. 
plained that tho alteration in the amount of 
grant to the High School would’ shut out 
country pupils,’ It waa"\ésired to establish 
in tho Belleville High School a class for the 
education of teachers, in order to enable 
them to qualify for wecond class corti- 
ficates. The Normal School did not 
take ip pupils for leas than ong year, which 
entailed a very large exponse upon the candi- 
dates, In our High School we have as good 
faciltios for education as the Model School, 
and our Public Schools were as thoroughly 
gruied as any in the Province,and were being

vation of thom training for teachers. In order 
to giv this special instruction an additional 
teacher would have to be omployed, which 
would, if the County did not mect part of the 
expense, cause the Board to charge a heavy 
fee to those whow came from the country to 
tho school for education, In order to prevent 
the trained toachors from all presenting thom- 
solves for examination in South Hastings, thoy 
could make thoir grant conditional on those 
from each section presenting themselves be- 
fore their respective Boards. 

Mr, Wood thought the proposed plan would 
not work fairly:for all sections of the County. 
They had Grammar Schools in Trenton and 
Stirling which onght ta be assisted rather 
than tho Belleville School. Ho thought the 
bonofits derived from the presence of the 
County buildings here and the presenceof the 
Council and jurors, "whoso expenditures 
largely benefited the town, ought to com- 
ponsate for the admission of country pupils to 
the town schools, He did not favor the idea 
of giving teachors a free education ; and ho 
considered that though Prof. Dawson's desire 
to elevate tha profession jas commendable, 
yet they should not make a grant in aid of 
the Belleville School, 

Prof. Dawson said they could not establish 
such a system in the ‘Trenton or Stirling High 
Schools, the attendance at which was too 
small to admit. of grading. 

Mr, Jefls agreed with Mr, Wood's remarks, 
saying that the people of Stirling and Trenton 
would feel that they had been unjustly treated 
if a graut were made'to; the Belleville High 
School. The ratepayers of Stirling and 
Trenton taxed themsclyes heavily, and if 
they had any money to grant it ought to be 
to their schools. 

Mr, Flint thought it would be well to lay 
the matter over till next session, but it struck 
him that they should not give such a sum as

Compelled by the force of public opinion, 
and the threatenings of their supporters 
in the House of Assembly, Mr, Mowat and 
his colleagues had to promise to repeal tho 
clause in the Act which gives the power 
to the Ministry of the day to direct Sher- 
iff’ and Clerks ofthe Peace where their 
advertising shall be done, which is always 
in such papers as will support them in all 
their political iniquiti Like all thoir 
promises and professions, this one was 
given after positively refusing to yield, for 
no other purpose’ than to ward off the 
danger, which, at that moment was hanging 
over their head, How have they fulfilled 
their pledge? Let the following clause, 
which Mr. Mowat has incorporated in ‘‘an 
Act respecting certain Administrative mat- 
ters therein mentioned,” answer. It is as 
follows :— 


“The eighty-eighth secthon of the Act to 
amend the Administration of Justice Act, 1874, 
shall not apply to advertising the list of con- 
Vietions by duatices of the Peace, or to other 
advertising the whole expense of which i payable 
bg the county; and tenders for all such are to be 
publicly advertised fot by the council of the 
county, subject to such conditions, if any, as to 
circulation and other matters, ax the council 
may think just, and the contract shall be given. 
to the newspaper making the lowest tender, on 
or subject is the said conditions, if any there 
shall be.” 


It will be seen by this clause that it does 
not affect the Sheriff's adyertising at qll, 
but simply such ‘advertising the whole ex- 
«pense of which is payable by the country,” 
while the Sheriff’s advertising, which is paid 
by the litigants, and not by the County or 
the Government, is left untouched. If 
there be reason why County printing 
which is paid for ‘“‘wholly by the County” 
should be left in the hands of the Council 
of that County, suroly advertising which is 
paid for out of the pockets of private indi- 
viduals should be allowed to be dealt with 
as the parties most interested may direct. 
Such, however, is not:the doctrine of pro- 
fessed Liberals. For political power, and 
to repay those who follow their lead and 
fawn at their feet, defending all they do, 
they foed them at the public crib,though it 
be atthe expense of and out of the pockets 
of thejr political opponents, Will those 
who expressed strong opinions in opposition 
to the Goyernment policy upon this ques- 
tion, quietly bow their heads, and accept 
the rebuff thus administered to them? 

Even the clause quoted above does not 
allow the County Councils to disburse their 
patronage as they please. It compels 


the “lowest tender, 5 jowever,, 
we do not complain, but it shows the de- 
sire of the ‘‘Liberal” Government to grasp 
power, and restrict the liberties and rights 
of the people,through their representatives 
as administered in County Councils to 
control their own funds, Are not the 
members of the various Councils 
as capable of judging how their 
money shall be expended as Mr, 
Mowat? Are they not as likely to adopt 
the most economical ‘mode of doing their 
business as the gentlemen who compose the 
Ontario Cabinet? Apart fromiall this it 
is a direct interference with the rights of 
these corporate bodies ; and the retaining 
in their hands the power to direct Sheriffs 
where they shall adyertise the sale of lands, 
for the payment of ordinary debts, is noth- 
ing more nor less than putting their hands 
into the pockets of private persons and tak- 
ing their money to feed and fatten a hun- 
gry set of hangers-on, who besmattér them 
with praise in proportion tothe,amount re- 
ceived. W a) 
That Mr. Mowat should take such a 
course, we are not surprised, but that his 
Provincial Secretary, Mr. Wood, with his 
long municipal experience, and his strong 
common sense, should allow himself, to be 
thus drawn through the mud, after the 
promises he made in the House upon this 
question, is a matter of surprise, and can- 
not but create a distrust in his promises in 
future.

London:—"'The Morning Post created a 

sonsation to-day by intimating that a part of 
the oxtreme section of the English Church 
was in diroct intrigue with Romo, with a 
view to secession, It was claimed that 100 
Ritualistic clergymen of the entablishmont 
with théir constituency, 75,000 men and 
160,000 women, had signod a memorial to 
tho Pope, stating that their own bishops 
committed ecclosiastical suicide in selecting 
complete ascendancy of State over Church ; 
that their consciences did not permit them 
to remain subject to these falso bishops ; 
that they recognize the Pope as the head 
of the Church on earth ; that they accept 
all that he ‘teaches, includjng the Vatican 
decrees ; that many being married cannot 
become Catholic priests; and asking tho 
Pope to forma United Anglican Church, 
like the American and Maronite. It is 
thought thero is little possibility of the 
Pope's consenting to these propositions.””

—Judge Borthelot, of Montreal, has re- 
signed; absence to date fromthe first of March 
next. He goes to Europe with his family,and 
leaves the Supreme Court in a more disor- 
ganized state than ever.

Fartures.—The London Vimes gives a list 
of the principal mercantile failures which took 
place in 1875, The liabilities amounted to the 
énormons sum of £31,304,661, besides all in- 
volved in the smaller ones thought too insig- 
nificant to be entered on this black list, and 
not counting, besides, the sums owed by 31 of 
those named, whose liabilities were not stated 
in the newspapers, though mentioned in some 
cases as “large.” The worst failures, or, at

Ht seems at times as if the effect 
of the poison would have abated and the an- 
imal reover, but such is not the case. This 
poison being employed in some of the courts of 
Africa to cntabliah the guilt or innocence of 
parties, there are most probably some instan- 
ces in which it proves to be harmless. How- 
ever, it can ocour only when possibly by a 
large quantity the emetic effect is so riclant 
that the poison as well is thrown up. From

Rich earth from 
corners of the fences, is well worth drawing 
a short distance on young clover, pro’ 
the ground is hard and firm. If the field 
is not to be mowed next season, coarser 
manure can be used.—Country Gentleman, 


Goats for Churning. 


During our recent visit to Otsego Coun- 
ty we found goats in use, to some extent, 
for churning in the farm dairies. It is 
claimed by those having experience with 
goats for this parent) that they are the 
cheapest and best animal power for driv- 
ing a churn that can be had. A goat does 
not tire like'a sheep or dog. It will thrive 
on the coarsest herbage, and therefore, 
costs little for its keep. It is easily 
taught to work, and the power is strong, 
universally healthy and long lived. 

On all these accounts they are recom- 
mended for small farm dairies where ani- 
mal power is employed for churning. One 
objection, perhaps, onght to be noticed ii 
this connection. The goat is a destructive 
animal among shrubbery. It climbs and 
leaps fences with great daailite: and, from 
its mischievous habits of nibbling almost 
everything that falls in its way, extra care 
must be taken to pecrent its depredations.

Strawberries. 


The Rev. EYP. Roe, of West Point, N. 
Y., says: “I cultivated last year about 
three acres. N6dt over one dcré° was in 
strawberries, and yet from this my sales 
in fruits and plants amounted to a little 
over $1,400, ‘or more than twice the value 
of all my other crops together. I find it 
pays better to raise several of the best 
varieties. If one fails, another succeeds, 
and you lpayn what kinds are adapted to 
your soilfand locality, But every kind 
needs good culture. I make my large 
plantings in the spring, as, with ordinary 
care, there is scarcely any danger of losing 
the plants. They should not be permicted 
to bear that season; but the following Jume 
will give acrop. I plant largely in July, 
August, September and October, for 
then I got a-tine crop.the following season. 
T expect to hava plants of all the leading 
varieties ready for market by August lst 
this year. As a rule, it is safer to get 
strawberries in the spring. Make the 
ground deep, rich and mellow. In the 


| garden let the rows be two feet apart, and 


the ts One | foot af in the rows.” In 
the ithe rows three feet apars, and the 
plants one foot as before. The firet year 
mel keep the ground clean and loose, 
and the runners cut.

Mr. Deak was be- 
loved by the masses and yesterday,when it 
was announced that ho was dying,his house 
was surrounded by anxious crowds of his 


fellow-countrymen, Deceased was born in 
1803.

An hour 
later they returned,’ and the groom again 
explained that. he had made .up with the 
He ahd they'had finally determined to 
be married, and have no more nonsense 
about it. Tho, clergymen.consented this 
-time with alacrity, and tho-groom respond- 
ed to the questions asked with satisfactory 
promptness, and the lady  porformed her 
“part With dignity and ease, When it.came 
to the last part of the ceremony, however, 
the wl said, “It’s my turn'néw, I 
will not pronourice yout man and wife. You 
may go‘ somewhere elae to get married.” 
And the fickle couple, after the third at- 
tempt, were turned away still single. 

It is very rare’that » person will go to tho 
altar for the ostensible purpose of marry- 
ing and then do as these did. A story is 
told, however, of a Jady who,did this with 
good refison, ahd “made it’serve her well. 
Sho was a girl who had been gently reared, 
and well idnestaa but on account of family 
misfortunes had been forced to earn her 
own living. Not fancying the course 
usually taken by such unfortunate ladies, 
she determined neither to write for the 
magazines nor teach school, feeling that 
she would never excel in either yocation. 
She studied book-keeping,and then secured 
4 place in the office of a large factory in 
one of the manufacturing towns of Massa- 
chusetts as assistant book-keeper. She 
paid strict attention to her business and 
secured the respect of every one, and tho 
love of two men. One was unfortunatel: 
unworthy of ‘her, but being her employer's 
son,ho was enabled to persecute her cruelly. 
She persisted in her refasal of his ‘offer of 
tharringe -until he»managed to place her in 
4 position where it was thought that her 
reputation ‘was compromised.

When the clorgy- 
man began the all-important question to 
the groom, the latter was'so much in ear- 
nest that ho responded to each clause in it, 
no that it nusumod tho form of a convorsa- 
tion somothsng like the following ; “Wilt 
thou, John, take this woman, Sarah—" 
5 “to bo thy true and lawful wife—” 
“Yes, Sir,” ‘to keep and to cherish’ 
‘* Yes, Sir ree,”, At the ond of the question 
“till death do you part,”. he, burat out, 
“You may. just bet Iwill’ The clorgy- 
man was more annoyed than amused by 
tho rustic'’s emphasis, but he fairly laughed 
when, in response to the similar question 
put to the bride, which she heard through 
Without interruption, she replied, ‘I 
won't hayo nothing elne.” 

Sometimes the clergyman is led to sus- 
pect by s person’s manner that irregilar 
answérsare given, with an idéa of evasion, 
44 witnesses have been known to salve 
their conscience by refusing to take the or- 
dinary form of oath and then perjuring 
themselves. A clergyman saya that on 
one occassion he suspected something of 
this kind froma man's manner when ho 
masked tho customary quéstion, and ‘the 
groom replied. “Why, cortainly,” Again 
heasked the question, and the man said, 
“Of course; why, that's what I came 
here for.” After repeating such an evasion 
four or five times, however, the man, al- 
though with apparent reluctance, repeated 
the formula of the Prayer-book after the 
clergyman. and was duly _ pronounced 
married.» It is more commonly the case 
that tho reluctance té/Auswer is the r&sult 
of a blunder or of ignorance. A clergyman 
who was once a Deacon ‘in Trinity Parish 
tells a Indicrous stoty of! & wedding Mit 
which he Officinted soon | after he took 
Deacon's orders, “He'was directed by one 
of the ministers of the church to marry a 
couple that had come for that purpose. 
The minister being rather fastidious, did 
not like to marry them, and the Deacon 
was equally reluctant, but receiving  posi- 
tive directions to do it, was obliged to con- 
sont. When he questioned the expectant 
couple he found that the groom h: ro- 
vided no ring for the occasions- The Deus 
con insisted on his going out and buying 
a ring, as without one he would'be obliged 


sent to do this. The groom looked blank, 
and the Deacon, surmising’ that rhaps 
tho price ofagoldring was more thanho had, 
suggested that if he could not buyagold ring 
asilyeronewould do, Thegroom still looked

"An Oriental Sanctum, | 


The Shrine of Buddha’s Téoth. 
A REVERED RELIC—THE, PAGODAS AND THEIR 
TREASURES WELL GUARDED VALUABLES, 


Correspondence of the London Daily Telegraph. 


It was my fortune to obtain a sécond 
glance at Buddha's tooth, under somewhat 
singular circumstances. Some years ago, 
when the funds became low, and it was ne- 
cessary to raise monvy for the crowd of 
priests who live in Kandy, the tooth was 
exposed to the view af pilgrims for three 
weeks,and a good round.sum was obtained, 
Those who gave much enjoyed a prolonged 
stare, smaller donors were allowed to look 
and move on, while the rest, whose offer- 
ings were insignificant, but who were ad- 
mitted on the old principle that many o 
mickle makes a muckle, "were hurried past, 
It had been expected that the tooth would 
be exhibited now fora similarly long period 
and the faithful in the country were gath- 
ering up their skirts and girding themselves 
for a pilgrimage to Kandy, when suddenly 
the Dewee Nilemce, a kind of Dean of the 
Temple, issued a notice that the relic 
be put away, and at the samo time inyited 
me to witness its restoration to its place, 
Thad before imagined that the room to 
which the Prince of Waleshad been admitted 
was the ordinary shrine of the relic, and at 
first hesitated to obey the summons ; but de- 
liberation resplted in a change of intention, 
and I repaired to the tem Toreach the 
room which I wagtold therolic had been con- 
veyed, it was necessary to go to the side of 
the temple, and thence by a dimly-lighted 
stone staircase, jealously guarded by priests, 
into a small, square ante-room. As 
entered the door of the apartment Inoticed 
that it was covered with beaten gold, that 
the posts were composed of an outer strip 
of finely carved wood, then a strip of ebony, 
noxtastrip of carved ivory, and after 
that one of embossed silver, tho inner 
sttip of all namely, that next the door, 
being of gold. Passing: under a curtain 
Ein was now lifted, I entered the room 
and found myself in the company of about 
twenty priests, all guarding very jealously 
the inner apartment of all. It was clear 
that 1 had arrived at the resting-place of 
the relic, else what could mean the sliding 
iron barred gate, which, being drawn 
back, showed a golden door with orna- 
mental posts, exactly like those I haye 
already mentioned} A heavy curtain, 
however, prevented my looking through 
the doorway, and three or four Cingalese 
prevented my-further progress. It was 
possible that I might have to turn back 
afterall, for the priests gave me looks 
that could not be called alfectionate, and 
muttered in their unpleasant language 
remarks the reverse of complimentary. I 
was wondering whether the purchase of a 
plateful of flowers which stood on a 


table would be of service, whether 
I should drap some money into 
NE AEWH OBTAIN Close eer eee auury 


evidently the receptucle of offerings, and so 
try the effect of benevolence, or whether I 
should retreat, when the Dewee Nilemee’s 
face appeared in the doorway, and I was 
admitted into the sacred chamber. The 
room I was now in was scarcely more than 
seven feet square and nine high. The ceil- 
ing was heavily hung with what had once 
been yellow silk, now discolored and almost 
black. The walls were bare; there were 
two other doors on the right, and on the 
left--both fastened, and I could discover 
no window and no means of ventilation, 
whatever. Facing the door, on the step of 
which I stood, was a square iron cage, raised 
three feet from the ground and reaching to 
the ceiling. The floor of the cage was of 
beaten silver. In the centre of the floor 
was a huge silver gilt’ boll-like structure, 
beautifully embossed, more than four feet 
high; and at the base nearly three feet in 
diameter. On a silver table in front of this 
cage wero all the jewels we had seen exhib- 
ited on Friday night to the Prince ; some 
half-dozen golden pagodas, the receptacles 
for these costly treasures, were there also, 
and nine solemn priests were preparing, 
under the supervision of the Dewee Nile- 
mee, to put all away. ‘There lay, also, the 
sacred tooth on the golden lotus leaf, read 

to be placed in the largest pagoda of ale 
Eight or ten lighted wax candles, some in 
stands and some in the hands of the priests, 
added to the almost unbearable heat of the 
apartment, in which thirteen or fourteen 
people were crowded together. With great 
ceremony the little golden casket containing 
the tooth was closed by the high priest, 
his brethren of the golden robe raising 
their hands in pious attitude the while. 
The largest pagoda was then opened, and 
all the inner cases I had» previously seen 
were taken out and opened: One by one 
they received the rélic) only now each was 
wrapped in mushn as it was placed in the 
next largest case, There seemed occasion- 
ally to be especial care to arrange the 
muslin in a certain way. Everything was 
clearly done according to rule, and those 
shaven, yellow-robed priests were determin- 
ed to do their work well, A’ curious sight 
it was to see them bending over the relic, 
the guttering candles in their hands, while 
the Dewee Nilemee jenlously watehed the 
gradual swathing of the treasure. Case af- 
ter case received it, more muslin was hand- 
ed up whenever wanted, till at last it was 
ready for the golden pagoda, Then it final- 


| ly disappeared from view, a golden key 
was produced, the pagoda was locked, and | 
| for the present placed on one side. 


I wish 
I could fully describe that pagoda. It must 
be of great value, for it isaf pure gold, is 
very heavy,and nearly two feet high. From 
the umbrella or topinost storey of the pago- 
da hang chains which support splendid jew- 
els, catseyes nearly an inch in diameter, a 
sapphire quite as large, besides diamonds 
and rubbies. But only an actual sketch in 
bright colors can convey to the eye an ade- 
quate ides of its beauty. The next trea- 
sure to bo similarly w rapped in muslin 
and put away wastho omerald Buddha, 
which was also placed ina pagoda some 
what smaller though quite as pretty. There 
was the anklet and the piece of open gold 
filagree work heavily set with diamonds

One after another the rest of the pagodas 
were placed round it, the silver bo-tree 
following last.of all; and, when this had 
been achieved, and the number duly count- 
od, the Rote lifted. the silver top once 
more, aud, with a supreme effort, got it into 
position. The Dewee Nilemee, with evi- 
dent pride, produced a large gold key, and 
locked the huge casket. . This was not all, 
however. A band of thin iron was now 
brought and entwined round the bell in 
such a way that, with the aid of a small 
padlock which was attached to it, entrance 
to the bell was most effectually prevented ; 
and the padlock being fastened, some more 
muslin was brought, waapped over the lock, 
and sealed with the Dewee Nilemee's seal, 
bearing a golden dodo and his name in Cin- 
galese. A gold umbrella from which chains 
and jewels hung was fixed. on the top of 
the bell, ornamental pieces were added to it, 
till at length it stood out in the centre of 
the cage, a glittering pagoda, ready for the 
worship of all who ‘Visit the shrine, and are 
allowent fora consideration, to peer through 
the bara at the resting place of the tooth. 
The barred gate having been drawn and 
fastened by a key in the custody of one of 
the high priests, the candles were put out, 
and we, perspiring and faint, emerged into 
the onter room, sdw the door locked, the 
second grating fastened, anda watch ap- 
pointed to guard the treasure. The relic 
of Buddha had been safely consigned to its 
shrine.

A Horrible Murder. 
The Victim's Body Cut in Pieces 
and the Head Found on the 
Street, 
New York, Jan. 30. 

Yesterday afternoon a resident of Green 
Point, L.I., found the head of a» man which 
had been severed from the body lying bo. 
tween a pilo of lumber and a fence. Ho re. 
ported tho matter to the police, and the head, 
which appeared as though life had not been 
extinct micro than twenty-four hours, was con_ 
veyed to the station house, where it was sub, 
sequently identified as that of aman named 
W. W. Simmons, of Derby, Ct.,who has been 
missing since Thursday night, Simmons was 
a sober industrious man, and worked in a 
Waggon manufactory in Williamsburg. 

Detectives were working busily to-day on 
the Greon Point murder case, in which the 
head of Wm, W, Simmons was found in the 
shipyard of John English on Milton street. 
Among those with whom the murdered man 
was most intimate, and to whom the officers 
looked for most authentic information, was 
Nictor Kretz, who was known also by the 
name of Andrias Fuchs, He was a helper,in 
the same shop as Simmons, and worked by 
his side, and was also believed to be an 
intimate friend of the deceased. 
others interviewed about the murder were 
the watchmen on the docks, One was found 
who said he saw aman answering the des- 
cription of Kretz down near the dock on 
Saturday morning, and was quite positive 
about his identity, Dotectives then visited 
Krotz’s house and found a trunk locked and 
nailed together so tightly that it was opened 
with great difficulty. In this they found 
packed the arms and legs of the murdered 
victim, and in the boiler they found the 
trunk of the body skinned and ent up, The 
entrails had been removed, and quick-lime 
putinside soasto causespeedy decomposition. 
There had been a pool of blood on the floor, 
but efforts had been made to obliterate it by 
scraping until the boards were almost white. 
Upon the dress of Mra, Kretz, which had 
just been washed, were stains of blood. She 
said she scraped fhe floor at the roquest 
of her husband ; that Simmons called at the 
houseon Thursday night, and they allhad drink 
together, Simmon’ drinks being made stronger 
than those of the others,and that when he was 
stupified with liquor Kretz took a hatchet 
and chopped his head off, the act being wit- 
nessed by his little step daughter. Mrs, 
Kretz said thatshe herself was then up-stairs. 
When Kretz heard that the body was discov- 
ered he admitted his guilt, and said he had 
done it because he had found the victim in 
criminal intercourse with his wife, but this 
Mrs. Kretz denies. The murder was no 
doubt committed for robbery, as Simmons 
was always known to haye money on his per- 
son. Prisoner was also found in possession 
of Simmons’ watch, and the little girl says her 
father took three dollars and some cents from 
the pockets of the murdered man. Mrs. 
Kretz was taken to the station-house and con- 
fined in a separate cell.. The prisoner, who 
says his real namo is Kretz, isan Alsatian by 
birth, and speaks both French an German,

Among 


Improvement in the British 
Lumber Market, 

The Quebec Chronicle contains an extract 
from the ‘‘ London ‘Trades Journal” 
which speaks encouragingly of the prospect. 
It tells the of existence of a healthier tone 
parading the trade than at this time last 
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roper and normal condition, and that it 
is no longer under the disturbing influence 
of the superfluous importations which 
alarmed us two years ago.” It states that 
merchants purchase with more confidence 
than for some time past, and a general 
feeling exists that an advance in prices will 
be established, especially in the better 
kinds of lumber. The following speaks 
for itself : 

“Several keen buyers have already 
come into the market to secure their re- 
quirements carly, which of itself is some 
indication that they at least are willing to 
run the risk of a fall, with the far greater 
probability of benefiting by an advance, On 
the whole, we think, the trade may con- 
gratulate itself on its present condition 
and prospects, and canlook forward to a 
lively resumption of operations on an ex- 
panding scale as.soon as the lengthenin, 
days and approaching spring give a fresh 
impulse to our national industries. Winter 
is always depressing, more or less; but 
the effect of the present one on the trade 
of the country have been pretty well dis- 
counted already, and the coming year is 
full of expectation. Liverpool ‘reports 
state that in Quebec goods, both square 
and waney pine have risen rapidly, and 
comparatively little remains on hand to 
supply the wants of the market until next 
import, Other Quebec hardwoods are 
likewise very firm, owing to the scarcity, 
Contract for next year’s importations of 
Canadian goods haye been entered into at 
high prices. Newcastle-on-Tyne reports 
stocks getting .gradually reduced in the 
docks, and merchants’ yards also present 
a very bare aprearsnae: Little will te 
doing here for the next ten or twelve days, 
but for what thore is offered higher prices 
are sought and obtained. West Hartle- 
reat reports trade dull, but stocks much 
ighter than in December, 1874.

A MURDERER'S VICTIM CUT TO PIECES. 


an A Melancholy Case of Suicide. 


Lovisvitir, Ky., Jan, 31,—A fire, sappos- 
ed to be incendiary, originated at Shelbyville 
yesterday, and destroyed $25,000 worth of 
property. Robt, Jackson, a negro fireman, 
was killed by the fall of a wall. 

New Yor, Jan. 31.—Fuchs, the Green 
Point murderer, seems to have had combined 
the motive of robbery, jealousy and a desiro 
to succeed to his victim's place in the work- 
shop where both were employed. Mrs, 
Fuchs’ little daughter, who witnessed the 
tragedy, says hor mother had become stupid- 
ly drunk, and was put to bed before any vio- 
lence was offered to Simmons, Tho latter 
was also drunk and unconscious when killed. 
Both the woman and little girl stato that 
when they rose next morning after the mur- 
der, Fuchs went methodically about cutting 
up tho body himself, and his wife at the same 
timo keeping up their debauch. The body 
was fo thoroughly cut up, and packed in tin 
pails and kettles, that when portions were 
first discovered by the police, before Fuchs 
Was suspectel, the officers supposed the flesh 
to be pork, and -so reported at the police 
station ; but on a more thorough examination 
discovered the tcols used in the bloody work, 
and also a large portion of a human trank.
